When the recruits of the First Maine 
cayalry began to take on “soldier airs” 
in their camp on the Penobscot, in 
1861, some of them assuming that 
troopers should be men “full of strange 
oaths,” Colonel Douty promulgated an' 
antiprofanity order. At first the edict 
was received with considerable merri¬ 
ment, and expletives, innocent in them¬ 
selves though meant to do duty as oaths, 
were freely used. But in a few days, 
inspired by the precepts and examples 
of certain selfrespecting comrades, the 
men took a nobler view of it and the 
“needless vice,” as the historian of the 
regiment characterizes ifc,was effectually 
proscribed. - '■’> 

The First Maine served four years 
and earned a reputation for valor in the 
field second to no other mounted com¬ 
mand.

Useful Suggestions For the.Hygienic Diet

A helpful book for mothers is “How 
to Feed Children,” by Louise Hogan.

“The amount of nutrition required 
in every instance must be carefully con¬ 
sidered. One of the most important rea¬ 
sons for this is that energy must not .be

better than much that is half digested.
